Angry St. Louts Qounty farmers 
yesterday afternoon surrounded the 
house where Elijah M. Zumwalt and 
John Lavin, hunters, had taken ref- 
uge, and dared them to lay aside their 
shotguns and come out. The cause 
of the hunter’s flight, and of the 
neighbors’ demonstration, was the 
shooting of Fred Butenhoff of Rich- 
mond Heights, caretaker of the Maf- 
fitt tract, by Zumwalt. 

Zumwalt and Lavin, whe had rushed 
uninvited into the home of Elliott 
Hughey, 7519 South avenue, remained 
in the front room there, and Zumwalt 
brandished- the shotgun at those who 
approached. While they were there, 
mounted policemen summoned by 
telephone, were on the way, and they 
soon after rode up and arrested the 
men. As the shooting occurred in 
the county, the policemen turned the 
men over to Deputy Sheriff Wengler, 
who took them to Clayton. 

Wife Gives Bone From Leg. 

Butenhoff, victim of the shooting, 
lives at 7425 Ethel avenue. Last Novem- 
ber he was struck by an automobile 
driven by R. BE. Funsten, and his right 
leg was broken. The broken bone did 
not heal readily, and the surgeons 
finally had to remove a ¢inch section of 
bene which they thought would have to 
be replaced by a strip of bone from 
his left leg. Otherwise, they said, it 
would be necessary to amputate the 
right leg. 

Mrs. Butenhoff then offered a Sec- 
tion of bone from her leg: <A _ bone- 
grafting operation was performed in the 
Rebekah Hospital last February, and 
the case attracted wide attention, both 
because of the wife’s devotion and the 
uncommon surgical feat involved. 

Butenhoff has not fully recovcred the 
use of his right leg, and was driving 
over the Maffitt tract in a buggy when 
he saw the hunters about 2 p.m. He 
called to them to leave the premises, but 
they started across a lot. 

Butenhoff and Frank E. Morrow, who 
was with him, drove around the lot 
toward the hunters. As they drew near, 
Butenhoff again called to the men to 
leave the place and started to get out. 
Zumwalt fired and 11 birdshot pierced 
Butenhoff’s left leg. 

Morrow jumped out and ran after the 
hunters, who retreated to Hughey’s 
house. They took possession of the 
front room, while the Mughey family 
retreated to the rear of the house. Mor- 
row and wJouglas Lewis were the first 
members of the crowd which rapidly 
formed around the house.

At Clayton, Zumwalt and Lavin were 
locked up. until Charles Autenreith 
went on their bond in the sum of $1000 
each. Zumwalt is 35 years old and an 
inspector for the Bell Telephone Co. 
and lives at 6212 Dale avenue, while 
Lavin, who is 20, lives at 6432 Dale ave- 
nue,

“STAYED OUT AT NIGHT” 





‘I’m Going to Do a Good Deed,’ 
She Says He Told Her, 
Heard of ‘Other Women.’ 





To his election as secretary of a 
lodge, Mrs. Mamie Dugan of 8608 
North Fourteenth street, directly at- 
tributes the downfall of her hus- 
band, John W. Dugan, 31 years old, 
who is aecused in a warrant of hav- 
ing embezzled $1722.22 from Olive 
Camp, Modern Woodmen of America. 

Never after Dugan’s election as 
secretary of the camp, about a year 
ago, did he come home for supper, 
Mrs. Dugan told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter yesterday afternoon. He 
pleaded that lodge work kept him 
away, she said, although the camp 
meets but once a week. 

“T now believe,” said Mrs. Dugan, 
“that “he was out nearly every. night 
with some woman on whom he spent 
the lodge’s funds,” 

With Mrs. Dugan while she talked 
to the reporter were her three little 
sons, Ralph, 8 years old, Raymond, 6, 
and Robert, 4. The reporter re- 
marked that Dugan in a few hours 
was due to arrive from Chicago, 
where he was arrested last Thursday 
after he had. been betrayed-to the 
police by Bessie Boyd, a woman he 
is said to have taken frum St. Louis 
with him about two months ago. 


Boys With Their Mother. 
“Tt makes no difference to me,” 


said Mrs. Dugan. “I am through with 
him forever. I shall not go to see 
him or send him any message. I 
hope he never again sees me or our 
children, whom I shall try to keep 
out of his sight. 

“The boys are happy with me. The 
two youngest have not asked for 
their father a single time since he 
went away, and I don’t believe Ralph 
will miss him very long. I am going 
to do sewing and take in boarders 
and I believe I shall get along about 
as well as I did when my husband 
was here.” 

The Dugans were married nine 
years ago and their home life was 
comparatively happy, Mrs. Dugan 
said, for about five years. Then Du- 
gan began staying out late at night 
occasionally. 

“So things went on until he was 
elected secretary of the lodge. Then 
he began staying out late every night. 
He neglected everything for what he 
called his ‘lodge duties.’ I heard that 
he was going out with women, but 
when I asked him about the rumors 
he got very angry and told me it was 
work for the lodge that kept him 
away every evening. 


“Lodge Duties” Heavier. 
“tle devoted his Sundays to playtag 


baseball in the summer and to some 
other aiversion in the winter, but 
every Sunday evening he went out 
and stayed several hours. ‘I am go- 
ing to do a good deed tonight,’ he 
would tell me. ‘I am to call on a 
lodge brother who is 111.’ 

“His ‘lodge duties’ kept getting 
heavier all the time and about July 
15 he left the city, telling me he had 
been called to the lodge’s headquar- 
ters at Rock Island, IIL, on important 
business. He said he did not‘expect 
to be gone tong, but would send me 
money at the end of a week if he 
could not come home ther. 

“Two days after my husband went 
away, E. M. Pirkey, counsel for the 
lodge, called on me and told me the 
whole story. He said members of the 
lodge had remonstrated with my hus- 
bana for betng so free with the funds 
of the camp, but always wefe an- 
swered with, ‘Oh, well, my wife is 
making $75 a month. I guess the 
finances afe all right." I wasn’t earn- 
ing anything at the time, but I have 
been told since that a woman to 
whom my husband was attentive was 
employed at a salary of $75 a month. 


Runs Short of Punda. 
“Well, he’s gone and. is in trouble, ard 


I don’t care what happens to him. He 
never spent an evening with us in the 
last year and he gave so little attention 
to his home that we can get along just 
as well without him.” 

Mrs. Dugan said she never had heard 
of Bessie Boyd. The polite say Dugan 
and the Boyd woman took rooms at 5656 
Evanston avenue on arriving in Chi- 
cago. All went well with them about a 
month. Then Dugan ran short of funds 
and the woman, according te her story, 
gave him her diamond ring. 

Later there was & quarrel and Miss 
Boyd asked Dugan to give back the 
ring. He refused, or was unable t do 
‘ap.7 end she returned to St. Louis. A 
few days ago she went back to Chicago 
to make a final demand for the ring. 
She found Dugan living at the Evanaton 
avenue addresa.with another St. Louis 
girl, she said, and that was what 
prompted her to tell the,Chicago police 
that Dugan was wanted here. 

Dispatches from Chicago say Dugan 
admitted his guilt, declared he had spent 
all the money “‘for lové of a woman,” 
and said he was willing to come home 
and take the consequences. As soon as 
news of the arrest was telegraphed te 
St. Louis an officer of Olive Camp swore 
out the information and Detective mM. y. 
O’Brien was sent to bring Dugan back 
for trial.

been built up to a height of sixty 
feet in some places and terminated in

He was arrested by Chicago policemen 
at 2956 Emerald avenue, on requests 
from the Callaway County authorities 

Mrs. Olga Mayer Siebold is the owner 
of the row of flats and stores in which 
the Khas her tome. She is considered 
in the neighborhood as well-to-do. 

Married te Give Him a Home, 

“Tt married Siebold Feb. 8 last, chiefly 
te give him a home,” she said. “I had 
known him from childhood—we were 
neighbor ¢hildren at Ninth and Howard 
streets. 

“tie was away for several years, and 
got into trouble, and out Correspondence 
started while he was.in prison at Jeffer- 
son City under a 10-year sentence. He 
got out in 7 years and a half, and told 
me he wanted to make a man of him- 
self. I thought he would do better, so 
I married him. He is a good book- 
keeper, and said he could make a good 
living for wus, but that didn’t influ- 
ence mé 80 much, for I have enough to 
live on. 

“Aug. 11 I found a letter in his pocket 
with the name of Miss Mary Malone of 
New Bloomfield, Mo., on the outside 
of the envelope. He said, when I asked 
him about it, that it was a business let- 
ter, and I let it go. Labor day I went 
to Pacific to visit a sister, and when 
I returned my husband had left. 

“I found he had gone to New Bloom- 
field, and by writing to the Prosecuting 
Attorney of Callaway County and to 
a mifiister, the Rev. Mr. Reynolds, I 
learned that he had been married there 
to Miss Malone. 

“I don’t know why he should have 
done this. He could have had a com- 
fortable home with me, whether he was 
working or not—and most of the time 
lately he was not, 

“It wouldn’t surprise me now to learn 
that he has other wives. He told me 
he had a wife in Detroit, who died. I 
wonder if she did.” 


Mias Malone of Prominent Family. 
The dispatch from Fulton states that 


Miss Malone comes of a prominent Cal- 
laway County family. According to the 
Prosecuting Attorney of Callaway 
County, Siebold, though not much more 
than 80 years old, has served a number 
of prison terms in Michigan, Iowa, IIli- 
nois and Missouri. His long term in Jetf- 
ferson City was for forgery and larceny. 
It is not believed at Fulton that Miss 
Malone knew of his prison record.

Zoological Society Ready to En- 
large Collection in Present 
Place. 





“Please accept this fine ostrich,” 
Says the Zoological Society to Park 
Commissioner Davis. 

“Thank you so much,” says Davee! 
“but I really haven’t any place to put ' 
an ostrich. And I think it would be 
nice if you wouldn’t bother about 
getting any more animals at present.” 

In the politest manner possible, the 


missioner have come into conflict in 
the working out of their ideas as to 
what a city Zoo should be, and where 
it. should be. 

The ostrich, which the society is 
ready to order sent here at any time, 
is only one of the specimens which it 
has been planned to add to the city’s 
collection in the next few months. 
But Davis says no more beasts, birds, | 
reptiles or insects are desired. He 
suggests that the society wait until 
spring before getting any more ani- 
mals, and that in the meantime it 
find some location, outside Forest 
Park, for the Zoo, 

Ordinance Talked Of. 

Cortlandt Harris, secretary of the 
society, told a Post-Dospatch report- 
er yesterday that the organization 
would probably offer an. ordinance 
setting apart a certain amount of 
park space for the Zoo, and provid- 
ing an appropriation for maintaining 
it. In a conference at the City Club 
a few days ago, Harris says, Council- 
men Evers and Fletcher indorsed the 
idea of such an ordinance, 

“Our society has had remarkable 
success,” said Harris, “in arousing 
interest in tHe matter of an adequate 
zoological garden for St. Louis. The 
ostrich which we are offering is 
ready to be sent, and the money to 
pay for it is provided. If the Park 
Commissioner would co-operate with 
us, other fine specimens could soon 
be had. Edwin Lemp has promised 
to give a tiger, Adolphus Busch is ex- 
pected to get us a lion, and two griz- 
gly bears from the Yellowstone have 
been promised us very cheap. 

“But instead of expanding the ani- 
mals’ quarters, we hear that Mr. Davis 
intends to contract the space and put 
the moose, llama, kangaroo, zebus and 
camel near the bird cage. We believe 
the zoo should be in Forest Park, but 
we do not wish to antagonize Mr. Da- 
vis, who has done much to popularize 
all the parks. Perhaps an ordinance. 
will be the best way of settling the mat- 


ter.” 





Pianning for Winter. 

Commissioner Davis told the reporter 
he would not accept any more specimens 
for the park zov this season. He said 
the time was approaching when the zoo 
would have to go into. winter quarters, 
and that it would be hard enough to 
care for the present animal family 
without any new mouths to feed or cli- 
matic temperaments to suit. 

In the spring, Davis said, he would 
hope to see the present collection of 
animals removed from the park. He 
suggested that the society should make 
arrangements with the United Railways 
Co. for the leasing of,a plot of ground 
on the outskirts of the city, which the 
company could then sublease to the city. 
He said it would be a good business 
proposition for the company, in the way 
of stimulating travel, 

Davis is opposed to the erection of any 
more buildings in the parks, and says 
the tendency of a zoo would be to add 
buildings continually. He believes the 
presence of the zoo in the park would 
not\be permanently desirable, and holds 
thatthe transfer should be made before 
expensive buildings have been put up.

used at Harvard of giving signals an 
the defense, thereby letting the linemen

NEVER GIVE UP THE BALL. 
U NDER the present system of four downs, 
the attack must average 2% yards for 
each attack or lose the ball, Also, none of 
the aid can be lent the runner which were 
in vegue during the army game days.

Now America has ag good 
facilities and probably three times 
s many athletes as England. For- 
merly England knew more about 
training than America. Now America 
knows as much about training 45 
England. Formerly England trained 
e same as she does today. Now 
\merica has learned all England had 
teach, and has thrown in improve- 
ments here and there. England is a 
slave to custom. America only re- 
tains a custom so long as it is the 
best. Up to twenty-five years a&0 


‘America had comparatively few ath- 


letic organizations; these afforded 
small chance for competition. When 
meets were held they were at wide- 
ly separated places. Consequently our 
men lacked experience and often ran 
green. Competition has always been 
available in England and up to the 
last few years her athletes ran with 
a better understanding than Ameri- 
cans. 


How Times Have Changed. 


“Not long ago England held Amer!i- 
ca safe at the distances. Now Ameri- 
ca has a score of runners who are 
within a few yards before or behind 
‘Ingland’s best individuals in these 
events. The explanation for this is— 
first, the law of average, and second, 
he Marathon craze, from which we 
have emerged with any number of 

ance men. Consequently, if we 
were to go no further, we would find 
this comparison would sum up as fol- 
lows: Instead of America being a5 
one is to three with inferior equip- 
ment and poorly trained, we find that 
the last twenty-five years have given 
America a favorable ratio of as three 
is to one, with equal facilities and 
superior organized training. 

“But England's position of pre-eminence 
has not been sacrificed to dilatoriness or 
waning ability. She has kept up her usual 
pace of development. but from the above 
causes someone has gone faster and that one 
hag just commenced to go.

good or great. Your system of bookmaking, 
betting, saving, pulling for mark and the like 
leaves no room for a trainer. How is he 
to tell whether what he sees you do is a 
virtue or a fault? 


No Chance to Beat America. 


“England, a glance at the records of your 
past and present champions will prove con- 
clusively that your athletic prowess has 
not waned, and that if you can rid yourself 
of the conditions above referred to so that 
your men are competing for the prize, and 
for that alone, you may in time reduce the 
game to a condition of every man a trier 
every time. Then, and only then, can you 
have efficient training. 

‘“‘Under these revised conditions you will 
take a tremendous leap forward, but this 
can never be. It does not lie within your 
English breast even to contemplate discard- 
ing an ancient custom, objectionable though 
it be. Everything considered, I advise thar 
you forget the phrase—or, at least, use it less 
often—‘Sport for sport’s sake.’ And if you 
are afraid of being beaten, Mr. Lehmann 
has given you the proper advice: ‘Withdraw 
from international! competition.’

First Exhibit of 1913 Cars at 
Forest Park Highlands to Be 
Leading Event of Veiled 
Prophet’s Week. 


At a late hour Saturday afternoon ar- 
rangements were made by the Show 
Committee of the sixth annual Automo- 
bile Show to allot the spaces Sunday 
morning at a meeting to be held at the 
Army and Navy Club, 3004 Franklin 
avenue. 

By Tuesday afternoon every automo- 
bile dealer in St. Louis will be advised 
as ‘to what space he has been allotted at 
the show at Forest Park Highlands, 
Oct. 7-12. The Show Committee -onsists 
of H. B. Krenning, chairman; Frank R. 
Tate, Samuel Breadon, W. C. Anderson, 
John H. Phillips and T. L. Hausman, 
and Robert E. Lee, show manager. 

Applications for space are about 40 
per cent greater than the amount which 
is for sale by the Show Committee. To 
meet this it is probable that.the Show 
Committee will have to build additional 
roofage at Forest Park Highlands. The 
displays of accessories, it has been de- 
cided, will .be put into the concession 
buildings in the northeast corner of the 
Highlands. A long line of commercial 
vehicles will be parked in front of these 
buildings, with only an aisle between. 

Carpenters are busy at the Highlands 
this -week building an enormous floor, 
which is to be placed in the theater to 
level it up and make it available for 
automobile display space. This floor 
will cost In the neighborhood of $1800. 

Mass of Autumn Follage. 

The contract for the decorations for 
the show was let Saturday afternoon to 
the Metropolitan Floral Co. The decora- 
tions will consist of a profuse use of 
4reen and autumn leaves, oak bark and 
twining grapevines and grape leaves. 
These will be trained over rustic ‘trel- 
lises, so that all of the woodwork under 
the pavilions will: be entirely hidden 
under masses of foliage. The entire ef- 
fect will be such as never was seen in 
St. Louis before and the cost will be 
several thousand dollars. The big front 
entrance and rotunda is to be trans- 
formed into a tropical garden with a 
large fountain in the center and a 
sunken lake in which game and goldfish 
will be seen swimming. 

For Monday night 6000 engraved 
invitations will be sent to the most 
prominent people in St. Louis, invyit- 
ing them to attend. Tuesday night 
the show is to be kept open until aft- 
er midnight to accommodate the peo- 
ple who have waited downtown to see 
the Veiled Prophet’s parade. Thurs- 
day afternoon and night there will be 
a reception by the exhibitors and 
their ladies to the women drivers of 
St. Louis. It is now found that there 
are more than 600 of these. 

By next Thursday St. Louis will be 
plastered all over by the beautiful 
show posters gotten out by the Show 
Committee. These show a remarka- 
bly ‘pretty girl at an automobile 
steering wheel with a characteristic 
automobile headdress, the coloring in 
which will be sharply set out by a 
mass background of delicate blue 
shade. x 

First Show of 1913 Cars. 

The unusual feature of the St. Louis 
Automobile Show is in the fact that 
the 1913 models of all the cars repre- 
sented in St. Louis will be seen for 
the first-time at the St. Louis Show. 
The rule heretofore has been that the 
new models are first shown at the big 
New York Show, which does not come 
until January, but the St. Louis deal- 
ers have “put one over” on the whole 
trade by holding their show in the 
fall. The fall show idea has been ap- 
proved by most of the manufacturers 
and dealers and the idea which origi- 
nated in St. Louis last year is being 
copied by such cities as Indianapolis, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and elsewhere, 
though none of them have gone into 
the plan on the eldborate scale un- 
dertaken by the St. Louis Automobile 
Manufacturers and Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. 

It is estimated that there will be 
shown at Forest Park Highlands 350 
automobiles and trucks at an average 
valuation of $2000. That would mean 
an assemblage of $700,000 worth of 
automobiles in one spot and a further 
exhibit of nearly $100,000 worth of 
accessories, tires and supplies.

Mrs. Dunn Assents When Hus- 
band, Dismissed From Church, 
Asks if He’s Forgiven. 


GOING TO OLD HOME 


“Did No More Wrong Than 
Smoking Cigarette if | Were 
Smoker,’’ Says Preacher. 


The Rev. William T. Dunn, 49 years 
old, leaving his Granite City pastor- 
ate because of his lovemaking with 
19-year-old Estelle Massey, paused 
in the task of moving yesterday aft- 
ernoon long enough to say to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

“What I did was Ro more wrong 
than it would be wrong for me to 
smoke a cigarette, if I were a smok- 
er.” 

He added that he was not a smok- 
er. 

Dunn, his wife and six children, 
were in the midst of boxes, roped-up 
bundles and burlap-covered furniture 
when the reporter called. The wife 
listened, seemingly without disap- 
proval, while the minister told of his 
car rides and buggy rides with Miss 
Massey, and of the kisses and 
caresses which he said they ex-~- 
changed. Miss Massey was organist 
in his church, the Dewey Avenue 
Methodist. 

Promptea by Wife. 

At times Mrs. Dunn prompted her 
husband or corrected minor points of 
his story. When he assailed the 
characters of some of those who had 
found fault with his conduct, she 
nodded her head emphatically. 

“Some people are talking about 
‘me,” said Dunn, “who are not half 60 
good as they try to make it appear. 
I never have been away from my 
family over night since I have lived 
in Granite City. Can all those who 
are abusing me say as much?” 

The family, Dunn said, was on its 
way back to Donnellson, Ill., where 
he held a pastorate for five years 
before his transfer to Granite City 
two years azo. In June, 1910, he was 
tried before the congregation of his 
church in Donnellson, on charges 
which Mrs. Ida Girard, a young di- 
vorcee who had formerly lived in 
his home, was said to have made 
against him. 

Dr. William A. Allen, Clyde Jett 
and Herbert Kessinger stated that 
Mrs. Girard had told them a shocking 
story of her life at the minister’s 
home. Lire. Girard was summoned, 
and repudiated the story which she

Said Woman Was Angry. 
Dunn said at that time that he 
| not doubt the men’s statement 

that the woman had told them such 

a story, but he said the story was 
‘alse, and that Mrs. Girard had been 
ingry because, after her marriage 
nd separation from her husband, the 

Dunns refused to take her back to 
ve with them. 

Dunn yeaterday said he owned 
property in Donnellson, and that he 
intended to return there and live un- 
til he could decide what to do nert. 
He said he would like. to become an 
evangelist, but did not know how his 
prospects of doing such work would 
be affected by the disclosure of the 
past week. 

“I feel like the one to whom Christ 
said, ‘Go and sin no more,’” he re- 
marked. “I feel that I am forgiven, 
my wife has forgiven me and her, 
haven’t you?” The wife nodded as- 
sent in the curiously meek dnd im- 
passive manner which marked all her 
part in the conversation. 

He said his love-making with the 
young organist originated in a call 
which he made at the home of her 
mother, Mrs. Joseph Mikschi, when 
he sat alone with the girl on the 
porch. She expressed her wish to 
visit the parks in St. Louis, and he 
took her some days later to Tower 
Grove Park. He told his wife of this, 
and she said she should have gone 
alone. 

Took Wife With Them, 
later they took her with them. The 

exchange of endearing wérds, and of 
love notes, began at that time “I 
love you next to Jesus,” he wrote in 
one ofthe notes. A few times, he 
says, he kissed and caressed her. He 
never talked to her of running away 
with him, he says, and marriage was 
not spoken of between them. He 
says he encouraged her to go with 
young men, because, as he was mar- 
ried, his love for her could lead to 
nothing.

ON CAR DELAY 


Transportation Shortage Partly 
Averted by Co-operation With : 
Farmers and Shippers. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 14.—The annual 
car shortage in Kansas is on earlier 
than usual this year, despite timely 
warnings from railroads and efforts of 
shippers to escape this yearly annoy- 
ance, 

Along the line of the Santa Fe offi- 
cials of the roads held meetings early in 
the season with farmers and grain deal- 
ers. An informal agreement was made 
that wheat would be stacked and 
threshed on specified dates and offered 
for shipment at a certain time. The 


plan has worked very well, through 
faithful co-operation of the railroads 
and the shippers. 

In some parts of the State the failure 
to get cars and bunching the offerings 
of grain has caused all sorts of confu- 
sion. At Bloom farmers filled the ele- 
vators and all available cars. Then the 
wheat brought to town was dumped in a 
pile and 10,000 bushels are now on hand, 
piled up beside the railroad track. 

The railroads insist there are enough 
cars to move the crop and that the trou- 
ble comes from lack of co-operation. 
They say that shippers do not load or 
unload cars promptiy and connecting 
lines do not use proper dilligence in re- 
turning equipment. 

General prosperity which enables most 
of the wheat growers to hold their crops 
is helping to relieve the congestion, but 
the situation is serious enough to keep 
the railroads busy night and day with 
everything on wheels at work.

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Eight-Story Building 
for Franklin Avenue 
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To Be Built at Cost of $230,000 
Between 21st and 22d Streets 


for Dr. T. M. Sayman. 


An eight-story building to cost $230,000 
has been designed by Albert 8S. Grover 
for Dr. T. M. Sayman for the north 
side of Franklin avenue, between Twen- 
ty-first and Twenty-second streets. 

The building will occupy a lot front- 
ing 120 feet on Franklin avenue and ex- 
tending 155 feet in depth to an dlley in 
the rear. It will occupy a position sim- 
ilar to that of a corner building, as it 
will have a 2-foot driveway extending 
entirely along the eastern side. With 
this driveway the building will be light, 
and ventilated on three sides. The 
fourth, or western, side will also re- 
ceive light from a court facing the 
three-story building on the west now oc- 
cupied by Dr. Sayman’s company. ° 

The building is to be eight stories and 
basement in height, of reinforced con- 
crete skeleton construction, with con- 
crete walls and exterior brick walls. 
The building is to be heavily construct- 
ed for manufacturing and warehouse 
purposes. The exterior will be faced 
with a dark red-brown brick, with gran- 
ite and terra cotta trimmings. 

The building will be supplied with 
four elevators, two of them on the front 
side of the building for the accommo- 
dation of passengers to the roof garden 
and one large elevator on the east gide, 
which will serve as an exit for the pas- 
sengers. The basement will contain a 
series of large fireproof vaults jn which 
to store drugs, oils and spices. The 
building will be equipped with an elec- 
tric-lighting plant. 

The building will be heated by steam 
with the vacuum system. There will be 
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baths for men and women employes, in 
addition to toilet rooms. There will 
also be a Turkish bath. The building 
will bé cleaned by a vacuum system 
for removing dirt and dust. The differ- 
ent portions of both the main offices 
and the various offices and departments 
throughout the building will be connect- 
ed with an intercommunicating _ tele- 
phone system, and also a pneumatic- 
tube system through which papers may 
be quickly transmitted.

Within the last week, the St. Louls 
realty market has received an impetus 
which foretokens a substantial revival 
of operations in this sphere. 

Concerning investments, there is a 
distinct demand for high-grade build- 
ings in the business centers of the city, 
and for attractively situated modern 
flats and apartments. 

A resumption of building operations 
“has created new market strength which 
is daily becoming. more marked, accord- 
ing to realty men. 

As to downtown St. Louis, this is es- 
pecially true, the Railway Exchange 
building, the Laclede Gas Light Co.’s 
building, the new 10-story Cella Hotel, 
or the American Hotel Annex, as it 
is to be known when it is completed at
